Too much credit cannot be given the 
‘heroism, pertinacity, pluck, patience 
and endurance of men’ who have borne 
the brunt of this work.** 
In a very dignified manner General 
Shafter, in a report to the war depart­ 
ment made public yesterday, took notioe 
of some of the severely critical news- 
articles that have appea red touching th* 
condition of the troops before Santiago 
while they lay in. tbs trenches. He ad­ 
mitted that there was a shortage of to­ 
bacco for a time, but shows conclusively 
that there was no lack of the necessar­ 
ies of life and that the troops were ade­ 
quately supplied with hard bread,bacon, 
sugar and ooffee. Although this bdl of 
fare is not as extensive as that afforded 
troops in garrison it embodied the main 
features of the army ration while on 
field service and removal from a base of 
supplies. As it has been alleged in 
some quarters that there was a lack of 
purpose in the battles incident to the 
advance upon Santiago it is interesting 
to note that while General Shafter ad­ 
mitted that for two days he was him­ 
self lying ill owing to the great heat 
and exposure he asserted that the plans 
laid down in advance for the movement 
were carried out with absolute exact­ 
ness.

Whether or not he will un­ 
dertake to make a landing in advance 
of the arrival of the whole expedition 
probably will depend entirely upon con­ 
ditions as he finds them. Should there 
be no Spanish force, or at least an on- 
considerable one on the coast, the troops 
will be landed to relieve them from the 
disastrous effects of being confined 
closely on shipboard under a tropical 
sun.

T r o o p s In C u b a, S a n t ia g o db C u b a, 
July 19.—General order No. 20.* The 
successful accomplishment of the cam­ 
paign against Santiago, resulting in its 
downfall and the surrender of tne Span­ 
ish forces and the capture of large 
amounts of military stores, together 
with the destruction of the entire Span­ 
ish fleet in the harbor which, upon ’ the 
investment of the city, was forced to 
leave, is one of which this army can 
well be proud. 
The work you have ac­ 
complished may well appeal to the pride 
of your countrymen and has been rivaled 
upon few occasions in the world’s his­ 
tory. Landing upon an unknown coast 
you faced dangers in disembarking and 
overcome obstacles that, even in looking 
back, seem insurmountable. 
“ Seizing, w ith the assistance of the 
navy, the 
towns of 
Baiquiri 
and 
Siboney, you pushed boldly forth, gal­ 
lantly driving back the enemy’s outpost 
in the engagement of La Quasina and 
completed tile concentration of 
the 
enemy near Sevilla, within sight of the 
Spanish 
stronghold at Santiago de 
Cuba. The outlook from Sevilla was 
one that might well have appalled the 
stoutest heart. 
Behind you ran a nar­ 
row road, made well nigh impassable 
by rains, while to the front you looked 
out upon high foothills covered vuth & 
dense tropical growth, which conia only 
be traversed by bridle paths terminating 
within range of the enemy’s guns. 
“Nothing deterred, you responded 
eagerly to the order to close upon the 
foe, and, attacking at Caney and San 
Juan, drove him from work to work 
until he took refuge within his last and 
strongest entrenchments, immediately 
surrounding the city. 
“Despite the fierce glare of a southern 
sun and rains that fell in torrents you 
valiantly withstood his attempts to 
drive you from the position your valor 
had won. Holding in your vice-like 
grip the army opposed to you, after 17 
days of battle and siege you were re­ 
warded by the surrender of nearly 24,- 
OOO prisoners, freeing completely the 
eastern part of the island from Spanish 
troops.

W ashington, July 25.—It was calcu­ 
lated at the war deportment last even­ 
ing that General Miles bad* probably 
arrived at the point on the*coast of 
Porto Rico selected as the rendezvous 
for all the vessels of the expedition, by 
that time. 
W hether or not he will un­ 
dertake to make a landing in advance 
of the arrival of the whole expedition 
probably will depend entirely upon con­ 
ditions as he finds them. 
Should there 
be no Spanish force, or at least an un- 
considerable one on the ooast, the troops 
will be landed to relieve them from the 
disastrous effects of being confined 
closely on shipboard under a tropical 
sun. 
The general has with him sufficient 
artillery to hold any position he may 
choose to occupy, supplemented as this 
artillery will be by the guns of his 
naval convoy. Meanwhile the depart­ 
ment is making every effort to hurry 
along the remainder of the expedition. 
Some troops are now on their way from 
Tampa 
and Charleston 
and should 
reach Porto Rico by the middle of the 
week. 
Naval officials are assisting 
actively in getting the troops off and 
were engaged yesterday in sending the 
necessary orders to that end to the com­ 
manders of the naval auxiliary vessels 
which have been placed at the service 
of the war department. 
In the course of a day or two the 
troops brought from Chickamauga by 
General Brooke will sail from Hamp­ 
ton Roads, where they have been ar­ 
riving and are about ready for the 
transports. 
There is a probability that 
General Miles may be delayed for sev­ 
eral days in his landing operations for 
lack of lighters, but several of these 
are now on their way and others will 
be hurried forward as rapidly as possi­ 
ble, However it may be as to his 
speedy lauding on Porto Rico soil, it 
will be well along towards the end of 
this week before the active land cam­ 
paign can be begun in Porto Rico.

STEPHEN CRANE’S VIVID STORY OF 
OUR INFANTRY’S GALLANTRY. 


Victory Gal nod Hot by tho Officers, bat 
by tho Audacious Bravery of tBo Mon* 
Misinformed us to Spanish Strength* 
Guerrillas Who Deserved Hanging. 
Th© New York World’s staff corre­ 
spondent, Stephen Crane, writing under 
the date of July 4 from the front at 
Santiago, describee the battle of San 
Juan as follows: 
The action at San Joan on July I 
was, particularly speaking, a soldiers’ 
battle. 
It was like Inkerman, where 
the English fought half leaderless all 
day in a fog. 
Only the Cuban forest 
was worse than any fog. 
A line of intrenched hills held by men 
armed with a weapon like the Mauser 
is not to be taken by a front attaok of 
infantry unless the trenches have first 
been heavily shaken by artillery fire. 
Any theorist will say that it is 'impos­ 
sible and prove it to be impossible. 
But it was done, and we owe the suc­ 
cess to the splendid gallantry of the 
American private soldier. 
As near as one can learn, headquar­ 
ters expected little or no fighting on the 
1st Lawton’s division was to go by the 
Caney road, chase the Spaniards out of 
that interesting village, and then, 
wheeling half to the left, march down 
to join the other divisions in some kind 
of attack on San Juan at daybreak on 
the 2d. But somebody had been entire­ 
ly misinformed as to the strength and 
disposition of the Spanish forces at Ca­ 
ney, and instead of taking Lawton six 
minutes to capture the town it took him 
nearly all day, as well it might. 
Lawton was well out toward Caney 
soon after daybreak, and by 7 o'clock 
we could hear the boom oI Capron’s 
guns in support of the infanta?. The re­ 
maining divisions—Kent’s and Wheel­ 
er’s—were trudging slowly along the 
muddy trail through the forest. 
When the first gun was fired, a grim 
murmur passed along the lean oolumn. 
“They’re offl” somebody said. Sudden­ 
ly there was a roar of guns just ahead 
and a little to the left. 
This was 
Grimes’ battery going into action on the 
hill which is called El Paso. Then, all 
in a moment, the quiet oolumn moving 
forward was opposed by men carrying 
terrible burdens. Wounded Cubans were 
being carried to the rear. Moat of them 
were horribly mangled. 
The second brigade of dismounted 
American cavalry had been in support 
of the battery, its position being direct­ 
ly to the rear. Some Cubans had joined 
there. The Spanish shrapnel fired at the 
battery was often oat too long, and, 
passing over, burst amid the supports 
and the Cubans. 
The loss of the bat­ 
tery, the cavalry and the Cubans from 
this fire was 40 men in killed and 
wounded, the First regular cavalry 
probably suffering most grievously. 
Presently there was a lull in the ar­ 
tillery fire, and down through spaces in 
the trees we oould see the infantry still 
plodding with its pack steadily toward 
the front 
In the meantime Lawton’s 
division, some three miles away, was 
making plenty of noise. At about 2,500 
yards in front of Grimes’ position on 
El Paso arose the gentle green hills of 
San Juan. At the principal position of 
the enemy were a flag, a redoubt, a 
blockhouse and some sort of pagoda. At 
l l :26 our artillery reopened od the cen­ 
tral blockhouse and intrenohments. The 
Spanish fire had been remarkably fine, 
but it was our tom now. 
Grimes had 
his ranges to a nicety. 
It must have 
been about 2 o’clock when the enemy’s 
battery again retorted. 
Then one saw a thin line of black 
figures moving across a field. They dis­ 
appeared in the forest The enemy was 
keeping up a terrific fire. Then sudden­ 
ly somebody yelled, “ By God, there go 
our boys up the hill!” There is many 
a good American who would give an 
arm to get the thrill of patriotic insani­ 
ty that coursed through us when we 
heard that yell. Yea, they were going 
up the hill, up the hilL It was the best 
moment of anybody’s Ufa An officer 
said to me afterward, “If we had been 
in that position and the Spaniards had 
oome at us, we would have piled them 
up so high the las! man couldn’t have 
climbed over. ” But up went the regi­ 
ments, with no music save that cease­ 
less, fierce crashing of rifles. 
The road from El Paso to San Juan 
was now a terrible road. It should have 
a tragic fame like the sunken road at 
Waterloo. Why we did not later hang 
some of the gentry who contributed 
from the trees to the terror of this road 
is not known.

The action at San Juan on Jnly I 
was, particularly speaking, a soldiers’ 
battle. 
It was like Inkerman, where 
the English fought half leaderless all 
day in a fog. 
Only the Cuban forest 
was worse than any fog. 
A line of intrenched hills held by men 
armed with a weapon like the Manser 
is not to be taken by a front attack of 
infantry unless the trenches have first 
been heavily shaken by artillery fire. 
Any theorist will say that it is impos­ 
sible and prove it to be impossible. 
Bot it was done, and we owe the suc­ 
cess to the splendid gallantry of the 
American private soldier. 
As near as one can learn, headquar­ 
ters expected little or no fighting on the 
1st Lawton’s division was to go by the 
Caney road, chase the Spaniards out of 
that interesting village, and then, 
wheeling half to the left, march down 
to join the other divisions in some kind 
of attack on San Juan at daybreak on 
the 3d. But somebody had been entire­ 
ly misinformed as to the strength and 
disposition of the Spanish forces at Ca­ 
ney, and instead of taking Lawton six 
minutes to capture the town it took him 
nearly all day, as well it might. 
Lawton was well out toward Caney 
soon after daybreak, and by 7 o’clock 
we could hear the boom af Capron’s 
guns in support of the infantry. The re­ 
maining divisions—Kent’* and Wheel­ 
er’s—were trudging slowly along the 
muddy trail through the forest. 
When the first gun was fired, a grim 
murmur passed along the lean column. 
“ They’re afft” somebody said. Sudden­ 
ly there was a roar of guns just ahead

Grimes’ battery going into action (Mi the 
hill which is called El Paso.

Most of them 
were horribly mangled.

American cavalry had been in support 
of the battery, its position being direct­ 
ly to the rear. Some Cubans had joined 
there. The Spanish shrapnel fired at the 
battery was often out too long, and, 
passing over, burst amid the supports 
and the Cubans. 
The loss of the bat­ 
tery, the cavalry and the Cubans from 
this fire was 40 men in killed and 
wounded, the First regular cavalry 
probably suffering most grievously. 
Presently there was a lull in the ar­ 
tillery fire, and down through spaces in 
the trees we could see the infantry still 
plodding with its pack steadily toward 
the front 
In the meantime Lawton’s 
division, some three miles away, was 
making plenty of noise. At about 2,500 
yards in front of Grimes’ position on 
El Paso arose the gentle green hills of 
San Juan. At the principal position of 
the enemy were a flag, a redoubt, a 
blockhouse and some sort of pagoda.

POLLUTING THE WATER SUPPLY 


Doctor Ogdea W ill Communicate W ith 
Other Health Officer* A lone the H irer 
and W ill Path the 
M atter—Different 
Cause* Are Giren. 


The fact that the river has for several 
days been filled with dead fish has 
aroused the health authorities, and if 
necessary the matter will be taken to 
the government authorities, 
The water department, because of the 
lack of storage capacity, has been 
unable to do any thing bat notify the 
health department o f the nnasaal goo* 
Aition. Doctor Ogden realizes that Ohio 
river water is never the best for drink­ 
ing purposes', but with the quantity of 
rotting animal matter it now contains 
every consumer should boil it before 
drinking. 
Doctor Ogden has decided to push the 
matter at eaoe. He will communicate 
with health officers at points down the 
river, and the matter will be taken to 
the proper authorities m Ohio, and if 
relief cannot be found there the doctor 
will take it to the federal authorities. 
He has reason to believe they will act 
quickly and the nuisance will end with 
this year. 
A Pittsburg paper of yesterday had 
this to say stout the dead Ash': 
“Clamping parties tenting aoroes the 
Youghiogheny river report that the fish 
in the stream are dying as a result of 
refuse adds being emptied by a tannery. 
Similar reports came from parties camp­ 
ing along the Monongahela and Ohio 
liver. 
Pish Warden Sharp will be 
asked to make an investigation of the 
matter at anoa. The river water is said 
to have been fool the last few days as 
far south as Davis island dam.*' 
That view la not taken here. The 
authorities have passed through similar 
experiences and feel confident the iraq 
mille are mpeutible. 
An enormous number of dead flab 
passed down the river Saturday, bat at 
midnight the rush was over. Thousands 
were piled at the head of the island 
above the city, and others were caught 
by barges. The stench arising from 
them was indescribable, and caused 
much annoyance.

Sensation of Lieutenant W. EL Wi 
W ho Waa Shot at Kl Caney. 
First Lieutenant W. H. Wassell, 
Twenty-second United States infantry, 
writing to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Edwin H. Wassell of Pittsburg, says: 
“ I was shot about 4 o’clock on the aft­ 
ernoon of July I while storming El 
Caney, northeast of Santiago. 
I was 
looking through fieldglassesat the time, 
and the ball cut through the outer part 
of the little finger of the left hand, joint 
next to the hand, then through the palm 
of my hand, oat just below the index 
finger, then in the cheek about half an 
inch from the left corner of my mouth, 
back through my mouth, taking several 
back teeth, downward through my neck, 
still downward and toward my spine, 
coming out about halfway down my 
back aud about four inches from my 
spine. I haven’t a bone broken. I can 
swallow, and, thank God, I am strong, 
and, aside from possible scar, I will be 
no worse off. 
“ I will never forget the sensation of 
being shot. We had been nnder fire all 
day—the hottest rain of bullets that 
men ever went up against. 
Tho Span­ 
iards were all intrenched. They shot us 
from behind their earthworks, block­ 
houses, trees and church towers. All at 
once it seemed as if I was lifted up 
from the ground and whirled round and 
found, oh, so terribly test I I never lost 
consciousness during the sensation. 
I 
felt myself going, but I seemed to real­ 
ize that if I let myself go it woald be 
all over, so I took a brace and after 
what seemed an age of thlsawfnl whirl­ 
ing I was dropped to the ground. Then 
it seemed as if no one woald notice that 
I had been hit. 
“ It seemed an age before I heard a 
man swear and say, ’They have hit 
Lieutenant Wassell. * He picked me up 
to carry me down behind the crest of 
the hill, and what a storm of ballets 
the poor fellow got as he raised me. 
One of the men dressed me as well as he 
could with my first aid bandages, and I 
lay under a tree until about 6 o’clock. 
About that time some of the Spaniards 
began a riot on the other side of me and 
for a little while the bullets from 
friend .and foe whirled over me and 
struck near me. 
About sundown, the 
firing having ceased, I was carried 
about a mile to the bridge hospital. 
Here I was dressed. The doctors were 
worked to death and did their best. ”— 
Providence Journal. 


CAUGHT CERVERA FLEEING. 


Newark Lad Tells How He Saw th* Span­ 
ish Fleet Emerge From Santiago. 
Joseph T. Gaskin, signal boy on the 
Iowa, says he was the first to discover 
the Spanish fleet making its way oat of 
Santiago harbor. Gaskin’s home is in 
Warren street, Newark. 
In a letter to 
his sister, Mrs. M. H. Smith, who lives 
at 102 Littleton avenue, young Gaskin 
says that at 8 a. rn. he went on deck as 
usual for signal watch. He had noticed 
suspicions indications the previous day 
and resolved to keep a close watch. An 
hoar afterward be reported that smoke 
he had observed in the harbor the day 
previous had moved nearer the entrance, 
and at 9:15 he reported that the smoke 
was “ moving more so. ” 
“ Then,” says Gaskin, “ of my own 
accord I bent on the signal 2—5—0, 
whioh means ‘the enemy’s ships escap­ 
ing, ’ and laid it on che bridge ready to 
hoist. At 9 :30, jnst as the navigator 
was taking the deck, I reported a large, 
black ship, with two stacks and two 
military masts in the entranca The 
navigator, without looking, said, ‘Bend 
on the emergency signal. ’ With that I 
ran it up to the yardarm. He said: 
‘Sound the alarm, bugler! Sound gen­ 
eral quarters!’ I was waiting to sound 
the alarm, and in two minutes the ship 
was reported ready for action. 
“ At 9 :3o the Vizcaya opened fire and 
was answered from our ship with a 13 
inch gun. Then there came a stream of 
fire from the forts and ships, and ail di­ 
rected at the Iowa, but she seemed to 
be charmed, for not a shell struck her. 
Captain Evans sang out ahead, ‘Full 
speed both engines!’ and soon we were 
closing up on the leader of the dagoes. ” 
Ca skin here recites the story of the 
fight as seen from the deck of the Iowa. 
He is 21 years old, was born in Newark 
and has served in the navy two years.— 
New York Tribune.

dition. Doctor Ogden realizes that Ohio 
river water is never the best for drink 
ing purposes, bot with the quantity o 
rotting animal matter it now contains 
every consumer should boil it before 
drinking. 
Doctor Ogden has decided to posh the 
matter at onoe. He will communicate 
with health officers at points down the 
river, and the matter will be taken to 
the proper authorities in Ohio, and if 
relief cannot be found there the doctor 
will take it to the federal authorities. 
He has reason to believe they will act 
quickly and the nuisance will end with 
this year. 
A Pittsburg paper of yesterday had 
this to say kbtat the dead Ash': 
“Camping parties tenting aoross the 
Youghiogheny river report that the fish 
in the stream are dying as a result of 
refuse acids being emptied by a tannery. 
Similar reports came from parties camp­ 
ing along the Monongahela and Ohio 
river. 
Dab Warden Sharp will be 
asked to make an investigation of the 
matter at onoe. The river water is said 
to have been foul the last few days as 
far sooth as Davis island dam.’* 
That view is not taken here. The 
authorities have passed through similar 
experiences and feel confident the iron 
milk are rmpooMble.

CURE-FOR YELLOW FEVER. 


Dr. Doty of New York la Confident of Ob- 
taming an Effective Serum. 
Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York, has been investi­ 
gating the theory of the specific organ­ 
ism of yellow fever, as developed by 
Professor Sanarelli, and has advanced 
as far as the South American bacg^iolo- 
gist. He expects to know from floe re­ 
sult of certain experiments to be made 
in the next few weeks whether or not 
he and his assistants have produced a 
serum which will differ from that of 
Dr. Sanarelli only in strength. It will 
be superior in that respect, owing to the 
fact that it is newer than that made by 
the Italian. 
If Professor Sanarelli’s 


PROFESSOR SANARELLI. 
serum is what he believes it to be, Dr. 
Doty will have a remedy for those who 
are afflicted with yellow fever and a 
preventive of the disease in those who 
are inoculated with it. 
Dr. Doty has no doubt of the success 
of his coming experiments. It can read­ 
ily be seen how vastly important to the 
welfare of the United States Sanarelli’s 
discovery and the investigations of Dr. 
Doty will prove. Dr. Doty said recently: 
“ The statement made some time ago 
by Professor Sanarelli of Montevideo 
that he had discovered the specific or­ 
ganism of yellow fever has not occupied 
the publio attention so fully in the 
United States as it has in South Ameri­ 
ca and other countries which are con­ 
stantly menaced by this disease. How­ 
ever, our present close relations with 
Cuba will probably bring to this sub­ 
ject the consideration which it certain­ 
ly deserves. Although Sanarelli made 
the announcement of his discovery two 
years ago, his conclusions have not yet 
been generally accepted. While be has 
supporters, there are distinguished bac­ 
teriologists who will not admit that the 
specific organism has been found and 
assert that what Sanarelli has presented 
is simply a bacillus which has no spe­ 
cial relation to yellow fever. “—Chica­ 
go Tribune. 


A Popular Chaplain. 
The wounded men of the Seventy-first 
regiment say that the Rev. George R. 
Van De Water, their chaplain, went 
through the charge on San Juan with­ 
out a match, and in the days after the 
battle labored, without sparing himself, 
in the hospitals with the wounded. His 
duty as a chaplain did not require him 
to charge with his regiment, but his 
presence in the fighting line was cheer­ 
ing to the men. Dr. Van De Water is a 
large man, with a very ruddy face and 
a hearty, cheerful address which has 
made .him very popular with the sol­ 
diers. He is the rector of St. Andrew’s 
church in Harlem.—New York Sun.

OUR CEDEDTERRITDHI. 


Description of the Province of 
Eastern Cuba. 


REGION CONTAINS GOOD HARBORS. 


loll Is extremely Fertile, and There Are 
Many Partially Developed Mineral Re­ 
sources—The Forests Are Almost Unex­ 
plored—Its Area Is Over 10,000 Square 
Miles, With About I >,000 Inhabitants. 
Harbor of Santiago Is tho Key to the 
District at All Times—Climate of Rost* 
ora Cuba. 


The territory in eastern Cuba, recent­ 
ly surrendered by General Toral, em­ 
braces about one-third of that province, 
certainly its most valuable part, if one 
oonMdsts its marvelous fertility as a sug­ 
ar and coffee district and its inexhaust­ 
ible deposits of iron ore and manganese 
iron. 
The harbor of Santiago de Cuba is 
one of the largest in the West Indies. 
Its extent and beauty are too well 
known to require any new description. 
Its importance from a naval and mili- 
tary standpoint is of the highest order. 
Whoever holds that harbor commands 
eastern Cuba. The harbor is to eastern 
Cuba what the harbor of Havana is to 
western Caba. It is the key to the dis­ 
trict at all times. 
The Morro and La 
Socapa forts, if modernized, can make 
for any fleet the entrance to its harbor 
an impossibility. As a coaling station, 
as a refuge in the hurricane season, its 
perfectly landlocked harbor holds first 
rank. That old time oity, properly for­ 
tified, could hid defiance to many a 
modern power. 
Its value and future 
will depend on who possesses it. If left 
in the hands of the laissez faire Cu­ 
bans, it will be, as it was up to today, 
the land of manana, or of tomorrow. 
Its geographical position makes the har­ 
bor an absolute essential to the province 
for six or seven months of the year, 
when the soft and imperfect roads of 
the interior and coast sections are 
wholly or nearly impassable, owing to 
the copious tropical downpours. 
The oity of Santiago during the rains 
is almost cut off from the interior, save 
by a short and unimportant section of 
railway. It communicates by sea with 
neighboring ports on the island and 
ships to the outer world sugar, coffee, 
dye and other woods, iron ore, man­ 
ganese and fruits. To that outer world 
she looks for her daily bread, her food 
stuffs, canned goods and the articles of 
everyday life and commerce. 
They 
come to her by water and have so come 
for nearly four centuries. Until rail­ 
ways develop the interior and communi­ 
cate with other ports the highway to 
Santiago will still be by the open sea. 
Santiago before the war had an esti­ 
mated population of 71,000, of whom 
more than three-fourths were Spanish 
negroes and their descendants, the 
whole being the descendants of the Af­ 
rican slaves sold in Cuba, the last of 
whom were freed about 12 years ago. 
The black element in eastern Cuba is in 
a vast majority. Some thousands of 
the whites hitherto have been Spanish 
officers and soldiers, naval officers and 
sailors, and the rest merchants and 
planters. While the majority are of 
Spanish or Cuban deeoent many are 
English, French, Germans and Ameri­ 
cana Many Spanish officers married 
Cuban wives, and many upon retiring 
on their pensions settled in Caba and 
became landowners and planters. 
To pass briefly to its other ports or 
harbors, proceeding in an easterly di­ 
rection by water, some 80 miles away, 
the bay of Guantanamo is reached. The 
mere hamlet facing the bay is named 
Caimanera, the port and terminus of 
the railway leading to the interior city 
of Guantanamo. The city is on an in­ 
land plateau, situated in the center of 
the richest sugar district in the world. 
The old time city is quaint and essen­ 
tially Spanish. It is the supply center 
far the many sugar and coffee estates. 
It in turn receives their crops and ships 
them by rail to the port already de­ 
scribed. 
Many of the vast estates belong to 
foreigners. The Messrs. Brookes of San­ 
tiago own several of the largest sugar 
properties. 
Mr. McKinley, a Scotch­ 
man, owns one; Dr. Wilson, an Amer­ 
ican, another; Mr. Bamsden a coffee es­ 
tate. 
His father, F. W. Ramsden, a 
partner of Brookes & Co., is the British 
consul at Santiago. 
Mr. Robert Mason 
of the same firm was vice consul for the 
United States before the war. Many of 
the estates are owned by Spaniards, Cu­ 
bans and Frenchmen. 
The rich alluvial soil of eastern Cuba 
has made it its chief sugar producing 
center in Cuba. 
The black soil has a 
varying depth of from 12 to 16 feet 
Sugar cane has been growing there 
without replanting from IO to 20 years, 
and two yearly crops of fine cane are 
raised with a minimum of labor and 
expense. Coffee does very well. A plan­ 
tation matures in six years. 
Once pro­ 
ducing, it is a small gold mine to its 
owner. Cattle do well and have proved 
tory profitable. The many possibilities 
with such a soil and climate do not need 
description. The province needs intelli­ 
gent enterprise and push, and it will 
blossom with crops and prove one. of the 
richest and most productive spots on 
earth—a new Klondike. 


The forests of eastern Cuba are almost 
unexplored. 
They cover its mountain 
sides aud abound in the choicesRof trop­ 
ical mahogany, hard cedar, lignum vitae 
and dyewoods. The minerals of eastern 
Cuba deserve special mention. 
In the 
olden days much copper was got not far 
from the city of Santiago. That indus­ 
try seems to have been abandoned for 
the more profitable one of iron ore and 
manganese iron, the first existing in prac­ 
tically inexhaustible quantities. 
The 
capital invested in the mines is largely 
American. 
Strangely enough, much of 
that manganese iron today will be 
found in the armor plating of our rn co­ 
of-war now on the Cuban station. 
But to return to the bay of Guanta­ 
namo and continue in one trip around 
the eastern end of the island. The ex­ 
treme eastern point is Cape Maysi, the 
well known lighthouse station facing 
the Windward passage. The terracing 
of the island there is very noticeable. 
The land rises in steps or terraces from 
the sea until it reaches the foothills. 
Back of the latter are the lofty moun­ 
tain ranges for which all eastern Cuba 
is noted. 
Leaving Cape Maysi on our left, hav­ 
ing rounded the point, we are on the 
northern coast of Cuba or that facing 
the United {States. A number of minor 
harbors are passed and Baraooa is sight­ 
ed. 
It is a large fruit exporting center 
and the outlet for that section of eastern 
Cuba. The sea outlet seems to be na­ 
ture’s only one so far. When American 
enterprise develops the interior by rail­ 
ways like Jamaica’s, then productive­ 
ness will be quadrupled. 
The next and last coast town in the 
district surrendered is IS agua de Tana- 
mo, on the river and bay of that name. 
A line on the map from Sagua da Tana- 
mo to Santiago de Cuba represents tho 
western boundary of our newly acquired 
territory. Its area is over 10,000 square 
miles, with about 180,000 inhabitants. 
A few words in conclusion on the cli­ 
mate of eastern Caba. The old time 
Spanish discoverers divided climates in 
mountainous sections in the tropioa into 
three classes. First, the tierra Caliente, 
or hot lands—all lands on the coast and 
extending about 2,000 feet above the 
sea level; from 2,000 to 4,000 feet the 
tierra tempjada,- or temperate olimate; 
from 4,000 to 7,000 and 8,000 feet, the 
tierra friz, or cold olimate. The coastal 
alimate produces all the fruits and vege­ 
tables of the tropics; the temperate 
climate, potatoes, corn and many vege­ 
tables, including valuable fruits and 
woods, not forgetting oertain kinds of 
coffee and cane; the cold climate, 
woods and vegetables of northern cli­ 
mates, wild hogs and mountain game. 
The coasts are hot and generally un­ 
healthy. The acclimated natives stand 
it, having their bouts of malaria,«trop- 
ical dysentery and other ailments. Oc­ 
casionally yellow fever kills them. The 
temperate zone, with the hill climate of 
Culm, is the place for all unacclimated 
whites. Acclimation, properly so called, 
is a matter of years. —New York Sun. 


CERVERA’S MEN HAPPY. 


They Bx pc et«<l Torture aud Death. bat 
Find ThtaiMlTM In Glover. 
The Spanish prisoners from the St 
Louis found their reception at the prison 
camp on Seavey’s island a surprise party 
of a very gratifying sort They expected 
death. 
One of the petty officers among 
them told a sergeant of marines on 
guard at the camp the other morning 
that they thought they were being 
brought ashore to be shot 
They are comprehending their treat­ 
ment slowly, hut the kindness they are 
receiving is finally penetrating their 
Spanish minds, and they are marveling 
at it all. They never heard of snob treat­ 
ment of prisoners before. They had been 
told before the battle of Santiago that 
if they fell into the hands of the Amer­ 
icans torture and death would be their 
portion. 
Instead of that they have 
quarters on a beautiful island, where 
some people would be glad to camp out 
for the summer for the benefit of the 
climate and pleasure of the view and 
surroundings. 
They are fed on better victuals than 
they ever had in the Spanish navy, 
have mattresses to sleep on, wrap them­ 
selves in new and white blankets and 
move without restriction around their 
camp. They have their meals regularly, 
have plenty of air and more exercise 
than their Spanish natures crave, but 
none too much for the good of their 
health. 
On the whole, they are the 
luckiest Spaniards of their times.—New 
York Sun.

Dr. Doty of Now York Is Confident off Ob­ 
taining an Effectivs Serum. 
Dr. Alvah H. Doty, health officer of 
the port of New York, has been investi­ 
gating the theory of the specific organ­ 
ism of yellow fever, as developed by 
Professor Sanarelli. and has advanced 
as far as the Sooth American bactBdolo- 
gist. 
He expects to know from fEe re­ 
sult of certain experiments to be made 
in the next few weeks whether or not 
he and his assistants have produced a 
serum which will differ from that of 
Dr. Sanarelli only in strength. It will 
be superior in that respect, owing to the 
fact that it is newer than that made by 
the Italian.

Dr. Doty has no doubt of the success 
of his coming experiments. It can read* 
ily be seen how vastly important to the 
welfare of the United States Sanarelli’s 
discovery and the investigations of Dr. 
Doty will prove. Dr. Doty said recently: 
“ The statement made some time ago 
by Professor San are] Ii of Montevideo 
that he had discovered the specific or­ 
ganism of yellow fever has not occupied 
the public attention so fully in the 
United States as it has in Sonth Ameri­ 
ca and other countries which are con­ 
stantly menaced by this disease. How­ 
ever, our present close relations with 
Cuba will probably bring to this sub­ 
ject the consideration which it certain­ 
ly deserves. 
Although Sanarelli made 
the announcement of his discovery two 
years ago, his conclnsions have not yet 
been generally accepted. 
While he has 
supporters, there are distinguished bac­ 
teriologists who will not admit that the 
specific organism has been found and 
assert that what Sanarelli has presented 
is simply a bacillus which has no spe­ 
cial relation to yellow fever. ” —Chica­ 
go Tribune.

The Man Who Gooks the Orab. 
We have read in song and story

The territory in eastern Cuba, recent­ 
ly surrendered by General Toral, em 
braces about one-third of that province, 
certainly its most valuable part, if one 
con aiders its marvelous fertility ae a sug 
ar and coffee district and its inexhaust 
ihie deposits of iron ore and manganese 
iron. 
The harbor of Santiago de Cuba is 
one of the largest in the West Indies. 
Its extent and beauty are too well 
known to require any new description. 
Its importance from a naval and m ili­ 
tary standpoint is of the highest order. 
Whoever holds that harbor commands 
eastern Cuba. The harbor is to eastern 
Cuba what the harbor of Havana is to 
western Cuba. It is the key to the dis­ 
trict at all times. 
The Morro aud La 
Socapa forts, if modernized, can make 
for any fleet the entrance to its harbor 
an impossibility. 
As a coaling station, 
as a refuge in the hurricane season, its 
perfectly landlocked harbor holds first 
rank. That old time oity, properly for­ 
tified, could bid defiance to many a 
modern power. 
Its value and future 
w ill depend on who possesses i t If left 
in the hands of the laissez faire Cu­ 
bans, it will be, as it was up to today, 
the land of manana, or of tomorrow. 
Its geographical position makes the har­ 
bor an absolute essential to the province 
for six or seven months of the year, 
when the soft and imperfect roads of 
the interior and coast sections are 
wholly or nearly impassable, owing to 
the copious tropical downpours. 
The oity of Santiago daring the rains 
is almost cut off from the interior, save 
by a short and unim portant section of 
railway. 
It communicates by sea with 
neighboring ports on the island and 
ships to the outer world sugar, coffee, 
dye and other woods, iron ore, man­ 
ganese and fruits. To that outer world 
she looks for her daily bread, her food 
stuffs, canned goods and the articles of 
everyday life and commerce. 
They 
come to her by water and have so come 
for nearly fonr centuries. 
Until rail­ 
ways develop the interior and communi­ 
cate w ith other ports the highway to 
Santiago will still be by the open sea. 
Santiago before the war had an esti­ 
mated population of 71,000, of whom 
more than three-fourths were Spanish 
negroes and their descendants, the 
whole being the descendants of the Af 
rican slaves sold in Cuba, the last of 
whom were freed about 12 years ago. 
The black element in eastern Cuba is in 
a vast majority. Some thousands of 
the whites hitherto have been Spanish 
officers and soldiers, naval officers and 
sailors, and the rest merchants and 
planters. 
W hile the majority are of 
Spanish or On ban descent many are 
English, French, Germans and Amen 
Cana Many Spanish officers married 
Cuban wives, and many upon retiring 
on their pensions settled in Cuba and 
became landowners and planters. 
To pass briefly to its other ports or 
harbors, proceeding in an easterly di­ 
rection by water, some 30 miles away, 
the bay of Guan tanamo is reached. The 
mere hamlet facing the bay is named 
Caimanera, the port and terminus of 
the railway leading to the interior city 
of Guantanamo. The city is on an in­ 
land plateau, situated in the center of 
the richest sugar district in the world. 
The old time city is quaint and essen­ 
tially Spanish. It is the supply center 
for the many sugar and coffee estates. 
It in turn receives their crops and ships 
them by rail to the port already de­ 
scribed. 
Many of the vast estates belong to 
foreigners. The Messrs. Brookes of San­ 
tiago own several of the largest sugar 
properties. 
Mr. McKinley, a Scotch­ 
man, owns one; Dr. Wilson, an Amer­ 
ican, another; Mr. Ram aden a coffee es­ 
tate. 
His father, F. W. Ramsden, a 
lartner of Brookes & Co., is the British 
consul at Santiago. 
Mr. Robert Mason 
of the same firm was vice consul for the 
United States before the war. Many of 
the estates are owned by Spaniards, Cu­ 
bans and Frenchmen. 
The rich alluvial soil of eastern Cuba 
has made it its chief sugar producing 
center in Cuba. 
The black soil has a 
varying depth of from 12 to 16 feet. 
Sugar cane has been growing there 
w ithout replanting from IO to 20 years, 
and two yearly crops of fine cane are 
raised with a minimum of labor and 
expense. Coffee does very well. A plan­ 
tation matures in six years. 
Once pro­ 
ducing, it is a small gold mine to its 
owner. Cattle do well and have proved 
rery profitable. 
The many possibilities 
with such a soil and climate do not need 
description. The province needs intelli­ 
gent enterprise and push, and it will 
)lo8Som with crops and prove one. of the 
richest and most productive spots on 
earth—a new Klondike. 


The forests of eastern Cuba are almost 
unexplored. 
They cover its mountain 
sides and almond in the choices Hof trop­ 
ical mahogany, hard cedar, lignum vitap 
aud dyewoodsL The minerals of eastern 
Cuba deserve special mention. 
In the 
olden days much copper was got uot far 
from the city of Santiago. 
That indus­ 
try seems to have been abandoned for 
the more profitable one of iron ore and 
manganese iron. the first existing in prac­ 
tically inexhaustible quantities. 
The 
capital invested in the mines is largely 
American. 
Strangely enough, much of 
that manganese iron today will be 
found in the armor plating of our men- 
of-war now on the Cuban station. 
But to return to the bay of Guanta­ 
namo and continue in one trip around 
the eastern eud of the island. The ex­ 
treme eastern point is Cape Maysi, the 
well known lighthouse station facing 
the Windward passage. 
The terracing 
of the island there is very noticeable. 
The land rises in steps or terraces from 
the sea until it reaches the foothills. 
Back of the latter are the lofty moun­ 
tain ranges for which all eastern Cuba 
is noted. 
Leaving Cape Maysi on our left, hav 
ing rounded the point, we are on the 
northern coast of Cuba or that facing 
the United States. 
A number of minor 
harbors are passed and Baraooa is sight 
ed. 
It is a large fruit exporting center 
and the outlet fen* that section of eastern 
Caba. The sea outlet seems to be na­ 
ture’s only one so far. When American 
enterprise develops the interior by rail­ 
ways like Jam aica’s, then productive­ 
ness will be quadrupled. 
The next and last coast town in the 
district surrendered is Hagna de Tana- 
mo, on the river and bay of that nam a 
A line on the map from Sagna de Tana- 
mo to Santiago de Cuba represents tho 
western boundary of our newly acquired 
territory. Its area is over 10,000 square 
miles, with about 180,000 inhabitants. 
A few words in conclusion on the cli­ 
mate of eastern Cuba. The old time 
Spanish discoverers divided climates in 
mountainous sections in the tropics into 
three classes. First, the tierra Caliente, 
or hot lands—all lands on the coast and 
extending about 2,000 feet above the 
sea level; from 2,000 to 4,000 feet the 
tierra temp^ada,'or temperate climate; 
from 4,000 to 7,000 and 8,000 feet, the 
tierra fria, or cold clim ata The coastal 
alimate produces all the fruits and vege­ 
tables of the tropics; the temperate 
climate, potatoes, corn and many vege­ 
tables, inoluding valuable fruits and 
woods, not forgetting certain kinds of 
coffee and cane; 
the cold clim ata 
woods and vegetables of northern cli­ 
mates, wild hogs and mountain gama 
The coasts are hot and generally un­ 
healthy. The acclimated natives stand 
it, having their boots of malaria,•trop­ 
ical dysentery and other ailments. 
Oc­ 
casionally yellow fever kills them. The 
temperate zone, with the hill climate od' 
Cuba, is the place for all unacclimated 
whites. Acclimation, properly socalled, 
is a m atter of years.—New York Son.

The Spanish prisoners from the S t 
Louis found their reception at the prison 
camp on Peavey’s island a surprise party 
of a very gratifying sort They expected 
death. 
One of the petty officers among 
them told a sergeant of marines an 
guard at the camp the other morning 
that they thought they were being 
brought ashore to be shot 
They are comprehending their treat­ 
ment slowly, but the kindness they are 
receiving is finally penetrating their 
Spanish minds, and they are marveling 
at it all. They never heard of such treat­ 
ment of prisoners before. They had been 
told before the battle of Santiago that 
if they fell into the hands of the Amor 
icans torture and death would be their 
portion. 
Instead of that they have 
quarters on a beautiful island, where 
some people would be glad to camp out 
for the summer for the benefit of the 
climate and pleasure of the view and 
surroundings. 
They are fed on better victuals than 
they ever had in the Spanish navy, 
have mattresses to sleep on, wrap them­ 
selves in new and white blankets and 
move without restriction around their 
camp. They have their meals regularly, 
have plenty of air and more exercise 
than their Spanish natures crave, but 
none too much for the good of their 
health. 
On the whole, they are the 
luckiest Spaniards of their times.—New 
York Sun.

He agitates himself 
over no extraneous points. He attends 
exclusively to himself. 
In the Turk or 
the Cossack this is a combination of 
fatalism and wooden headedness. It 
need not be said that these qualities are 
lacking in the regular. 
After the battle at leisure—if he gets 
any—the regular’s talk is likely to be a 
complete essay on practical field opera­ 
tions. 
He will be full of views about 
the management of such and such a 
brigade, the practice of this or that 
battery, and be admiring or scornful in 
regard to the operations on the right 
flank. 
He w ill be a tireless critic, bol­ 
stering his Opinions with technical in­ 
formation procured heaven only knows 
where. In fact, he will alarm you. You 
may say, "T his man gabbles too much 
to be a soldier. ” 
Then suddenly the regular becomes 
impenetrable, enigmatic. 
It is a ques­ 
tion of orders. 
When he hears the ap­ 
pointed voice raised in giving an order, 
he is a changed being. 
When an order 
comes, he has no more to say. 
He sim­ 
ply displays as fine a form of unques­ 
tioning obedience as there is to be seen 
anywhere. 
It is his sacred thing, his 
fetich, his religion. 
Nothing now can 
stop him but a bullet. 
In speaking of Reginald Marmaduke

I his Life sized portraits it m ust not be 


supposed Mat the unfortunate youth ad­ 
mires that sort of thing. 
He is a man 
and a soldier, although not so good 
either as man or soldier as Michael No­ 
lan.

We are as a people a great collection 
of the most arrant kids about anything 
that concerns war, and if we can get a 
chance to perform absurdly we usually 
seize it.

And shame, deep shame, on those 
who, because somebody once led a ootil 
Ion, can seem to forget Nolan—Private 
Nolan of the regnlars—shot through 
bis half brod terrier being masterless at 
Reno and his sister tieing chambermaid 
in a hotel in Omaha; Nolan, no longer 
sweating, swearing, overloaded, hun­ 
gry, thirsty, sleepless, but merely a 
corpse, attired in about 40 cents’ worth 
of clothes.

CORRESPONDENTS EXPELLED.

W a s h in g t o n , July 25.—In his report 
to the war department relative to con­ 
ditions at Santiago, General Shafter has 
thrown some light upon the difficulties 
in which certain of the newspaper cor­ 
respondents there have involved them­ 
selves. 
From his report it would ap­ 
pear that animated by an ambition to 
take a prominent part in the important 
events following each other in rapid 
succession at Santiago after the initia­ 
tion of the negotiations fop the surren­ 
der of the city, a few of the corre­ 
spondents were guilty of grave breeches 
of military law, necessitating prompt 
corrective action by General Shafter. 
Thus, for instance, one correspondent 
in his efforts to take part in the flag- 
raising over city hall, resisted the mili­ 
tary officers in the execution of their 
duty and even attempted a personal as­ 
sault upon the commanding general. 
This made him subject to summary and 
severe punishment, even death, yet 
General Shafter, probably realizing that 
ignorance of military law was the ex­ 
planation of the action, contented him ­ 
self with expelling that correspondent 
from Cuba. 
A more serious offense, from the fact 
that it might easily have ied to rioting 
and loss of life, was that of three other 
correspondents, who, it 
appears by 
General Shafter^ report, by circulating 
inflammatory posters, stirred up the 
town. They were likewise deported. 
General Shafter had declared;that these 
correspondents may be immediately re­ 
placed by others from the same news­ 
paper who will observe the rules of 
prudence.

The New York World’s staff corre­ 
spondent, Stephen Crane, writing under 
the date of July 4 from the front at 
Santiago, describes the battle of San 
Juan as follows: 
The action at San Juan on Jnly 
was, particularly speaking, a soldiers’ 
battle. 
It was like Inkerman, where 
the English fought half leaderless all 
day in a fog. 
Only the Cuban forest 
was worse than any fog. 
A line of intrenched hills held by men 
armed with a weapon like the Mauser 
is not to be taken by a front attaok of 
infantry unless the trenches have first 
been heavily shaken by artillery fire. 
Any theorist w ill say that it is impos­ 
sible and prove it to be impossible. 
But it was done, and we owe the suc­ 
cess to the splendid gallantry of the 
American private soldier. 
As near as one can learn, headquar­ 
ters expected little or no fighting on the 
1st. Lawton’s division was to go by the 
Caney road, chase the Spaniards out of 
that 
interesting 
village, 
and then, 
wheeling half to the left, march down 
to join the other divisions in some kind 
of attack on San Juan at daybreak on 
the 2d. 
But somebody hod been entire­ 
ly misinformed as to the strength and 
disposition of the Spanish forces at Ca­ 
ney, and instead of taking Lawton six 
minutes to capture the town it took him 
nearly all day, as well it might. 
Lawton was w ell out toward Caney 
soon after daybreak, acid by 7 o’clock 
we could hear the boom af Capron’s 
guns in support of the infantry. The re 
maining divisions—Kent's and Wheel 
er’s— were trudging slowly along the 
muddy trail through the forest. 
When the first gun was fired, a grim 
murmur passed along the lean oolumn. 
“ They’re off!’’ somebody said. Sudden­ 
ly there was a roar of guns just ahead 
and a little to the left. 
This was 
Grimes’ battery going into action on the 
hill whioh is called El Paso. Then, all 
in a moment, the quiet oolumn moving 
forward was opposed by men carrying 
terrible burdens. Wounded Cubans were 
being carried to the rear. Most of them 
were horribly mangled. 
The second brigade of dismounted 
American cavalry had been in support 
of the battery, its position being direct­ 
ly to the rear. Some Cubans had joined 
there. The Spanish shrapnel fired at the 
battery was often out too long, and, 
passing over, burst amid the supports 
and the Cubans. 
The loss of the bat­ 
tery, the cavalry and the Cubans from 
this fire was 40 men in killed and 
wounded, the First regular cavalry 
probably suffering most grievously. 
Presently there was a lull in the ar 
tillery fire, and down through spaces in 
the trees we could see the infantry stil 
plodding with its pack steadily toward 
the front 
In the meantime Lawton’s 
division, some three miles away, was 
making plenty of noise. At about 2,600 
yards in front of Grimes’ position on 
El Paso arose the gentle green hills of 
San Juan.

the enemy were a flag, a redoubt, 
blockhouse and some sort of pagoda. At 
ll :26 our artillery reopened on the cen 
tral blockhouse and intrenohments.

Then sudden­ 
ly somebody yelled, “ By God, there go 
oar boys up the h ill!” There is many 
a good American who would give an 
arm to get the thrill of patriotic insani­ 
ty that coursed through us when we 
heard that yell. 
Yes, they were going 
up the hill, up the hill. It was the best 
moment of anybody’s lifa 
An officer 
said to me afterward, “ lf we had been 
in that position and the Spaniards had 
come at us, we would have piled them 
up so high the last man couldn’t have 
climbed over. ” 
But up went the regi­ 
ments. with no music save that cease­ 
less, fierce crashing of rifles. 
The road from El Paso to San Juan 
was now a terrible road. It should have 
tragic fame like the sunken road at 
Waterloo. 
Why we did not later hang 
some of the gentry who contributed 
from the trees to the terror of this road 
is not known. 
The wounded were 
stringing back from the front, hundreds 
of them. Some walked unaided, an arm 
or a shoulder having been dressed at a 
field station. Others hobbled or clung to 
a friend’s shoulders. Their slit trousers 
exposed red bandages. A few were shot 
horribly in the face and were led, bleed­ 
ing aud blind, by their mates. And then 
there were the slow pacing stretcher 
bearers with the dying or the insensi­ 
ble, the badly wounded, still figures 
with blood often drying brick color on 
their hot I windage*. 
Prostrate at the roadside were many 
others who had made their way thus 
far aud were waiting for strength.

Cool Daring of an Am erican Soldier That 
Surprised a French Officer. 
Daniel Davis of the Sixth United 
States infantry is at his home in Cata­ 
sauqua, Pa., on a five days’ furlough. 
He participated in the fighting before 
Santiago and, among other stories, re­ 
lates this instance of the cool daring of 
a member of his regiment. 
“ I was lying in one of the trenches, ’ 
he said. 
“ About eight feet to my left 
was the French military attache, occu 
pying a somewhat exposed position. Be 
tween the attache and me was a mem­ 
ber of my company. 
Disdaining to lie 
down and hungry for a smoke, he reach 
ed into his pocket and took out a clay 
pipe and. some tobacco. 
He had just 
lighted the pipe and taken a few whiffs 
when a Mauser bullet clipped the stem 
close to his mouth. 
Looking down and 
seeing that the bowl was not broken and 
that sufficient of the stem remained to 
afford a purchase for his lips, he picked 
up the pipe, filled it with tobacco again, 
lit it and calmly proceeded to smoke. 
The French officer’s eyes gleamed with 
admiration as he exclaimed:

Dr. Doty has no doubt of the success 
of his coming experiments. It can read 
ily be seen how vastly important to the 
welfare of the United States Sanarelli’s 
discovery and the investigations of Dr. 
Doty will prove. Dr. Doty said recently: 
“ The statement made some time ago 
by Professor Sanarelli of Montevideo 
that he had discovered the specific or­ 
ganism of yellow fever has not occupied 
the public attention so fully in the 
United States as it has in South Ameri­ 
ca and other countries which are con­ 
stantly menaced by this disease. How­ 
ever, our present close relations with 
Cuba will probably bring to this sub­ 
ject the consideration which it certain­ 
ly deserves. 
Although Sanarelli made 
the announcement of his discovery two 
years ago, his conclusions have not yet 
been generally accepted. 
While he has 
supporters, there are distinguished bac­ 
teriologists who will not admit that the 
specific organism has been found and 
assert that what Sanarelli has presented 
is simply a bacillus which has no spe­ 
cial relation to yellow fever. ”—Chica­ 
go Tribune.

The territory in eastern Cuba, recent­ 
ly surrendered by General Toral, em 
braces about one-third of that province, 
certainly its most valuable part, if one 
consuters its marvelous fertility rn a aug 
ar and ooffee district and its inexhaust­ 
ible deposits of iron ore and manganese 
iron. 
The harbor of Santiago de Cd ba is 
one of the largest in the West Indies. 
Its extent and beauty are too well 
known to require any new description 
Its importance from a naval and mili­ 
tary standpoint is of the highest order. 
Whoever holds that harbor commands 
eastern Cnba. The harbor is to eastern 
Cuba what the harbor of Havana is to 
western Cnba. It is the key to the dis­ 
trict at all times. 
The Morro and La 
Boca pa forts, if modernized, can make 
for any fleet the entrance to its harbor 
an impossibility. 
As a coaling station, 
as a refuge in the hurricane season, its 
perfectly landlocked harbor holds first 
rank. That old time city, properly for 
ti fled, coaid bid defiance to many a 
modern power. 
Its value and future 
will depend on who possesses it. If left 
in the hands of the laissez faire Cu­ 
bans, it will be, as it was up to today, 
the land of manana, or of tomorrow. 
Its geographical position makes the har­ 
bor an absolute essential to the province 
for six or seven months of the year, 
when the soft and imperfect roads of 
the interior and coast sections are 
wholly or nearly impassable, owing to 
the copious tropical down poors. 
The oity of Santiago during the rains 
is almost cut off from the interior, save 
by a short and unimportant section of 
railway. It communicates by sea with 
neighboring ports on the island and 
ships to the outer world sugar, ooffee, 
dye and other woods, iron ore, man­ 
ganese and fruits. To that outer world 
she looks for her daily bread, her food 
stuffs, canned goods and the articles of 
everyday life and commerce. 
They 
oome to her by water and have so oome 
for nearly four centuries. 
Until rail­ 
ways develop the interior and communi­ 
cate with other ports the highway to 
Santiago will still be by the open sea. 
Santiago before the war had an esti­ 
mated population of 71,000, of whom 
more than three-fourths were Spanish 
negroes and their descendants, the 
whole being the descendants of the Af­ 
rican slaves sold in Cuba, the last of 
whom were freed about 12 years ago. 
The black element in eastern Cnba is in 
a vast majority. Some thousands of 
the whites hitherto have been Spanish 
officers and soldiers, naval officers and 
sailors, and the rest merchants and 
planters. 
While the majority are of 
Spanish or Cuban descent many are 
English, French, Germans and Ameri­ 
cana Many Spanish officers married 
Cuban wives, and many upon retiring 
on their pensions settled in Caba and 
became landowners and planters. 
To pass briefly to its other ports or 
harbors, proceeding in an easterly di­ 
rection by water, some 30 miles away, 
the bay of Guantanamo is reached. The 
mere hamlet facing the bay is named 
Caimauera, the port and terminus of 
the railway leading to the interior oity 
of Gnautanama The city is on an in­ 
land plateau, situated in the (Hinter of 
the richest sugar district in the world. 
The old time city is quaint and essen­ 
tially Spanish. It is the supply center 
for the many sugar and ooffee estates. 
It in turn receives their crops aud ships 
them by rail to the port already de­ 
scribed. 
Many of the vast estates belong to 
foreigners. The Messrs. Brookes of San­ 
tiago own several of the largest sugar 
properties. 
Mr. McKinley, a Scotch­ 
man, owns one; Dr. Wilson, an Amer­ 
ican, another; M r Kamsdeu a ooffee es 
tate. 
His father, F. W. Ramsden, a 
partner of Brookes & Co., is the British 
causal at Santiago. 
Mr. Robert Mason 
of the same firm was vice consul for the 
United States before the war. Many of 
the estates are owned by Spaniards, Cu­ 
bans and Frenchmen. 
The rich alluvial soil of eastern Cuba 
has made it its chief sugar producing 
center in Cuba. 
The black soil has a 
varying depth of from 12 to 16 feet. 
Sugar cane has been growing there 
without replanting from IO to 20 years, 
and two yearly crops of tine cane are 
raised with a minimum of labor aud 
expense. Ooffee does very well. A plan­ 
tation matures in six years. 
Once pro­ 
ducing, it is a small gold mine to its 
awner. Cattle do well aud have proved 
Very profitable. The many possibilities 
with such a soil and climate do not need 
description. The province needs intelli­ 
gent enterprise and push, and it will 
blossom with crops and prove one.of the 
richest and most productive spots on 
earth—a new Klondike. 


The forests of eastern Cuba are almost 
unexplored. 
They cover its mountain 
sides and abound in the choicestsof trop­ 
ical mahogany, hard cedar, lignum vitae 
and dyewood a Tin* minerals of eastern 
Cuba deserve special mention. 
In the 
olden days much copper was got not far 
from the city of Santiago. That indus­ 
try seems to have been abandoned for 
the more profitable one of iron ore and 
manganese iron, the first existing in prac­ 
tically inexhaustible quantities. 
The 
capital invested in the mines is largely 
American. 
Strangely enough, much of 
that manganese iron today will be 
found in the armor plating of our men- 
of-war now on the Cuban station. 
But to return to the bay of Guanta­ 
namo and continue in one trip around 
the eastern end of the island. The ex­ 
treme eastern point is Cape Maysi, the 
well known lighthouse station facing 
the Windward passage. 
The terracing 
of the island there is very noticeable. 
The land rises in steps or terraces from 
the sea until it reaches the foothills. 
Back of the latter are the lofty moun­ 
tain ranges for which all eastern Cnba 
is noted. 
Leaving Cape Maysi on our left, hav 
ing roundel the point, we are on the 
northern coast of Cuba or that facing 
the United Htat.es. 
A number of minor 
harbors are passed and Baracoa is sight­ 
ed. 
It is a large fruit exporting center 
and the outlet for that section of eastern 
Cnba. The sea outlet seems to be na­ 
ture’s only one so far. When American 
enterprise develops the interior by rail­ 
ways like Jamaica's, then productive­ 
ness will be quadrupled. 
The next and last coast town in the 
district surrendered is Sagna de Tana- 
mo, on the river and bay of that name. 
A line on the map from Sagna da Tana- 
mo to Santiago de Cuba represents the 
western boundary of our newly acquired 
territory. Its area is over 10,000 square 
miles, with about 180,000 inhabitants. 
A few words in conclusion on the cli 
mate of eastern Cnba. The old time 
Spanish discoverers divided climates in 
moontainous sections in the tropics into 
three classes. First, the tierra Caliente, 
or hot lands—all lands on the coast and 
extending about 2,000 feet above the 
sea level; from 2,000 to 4,000 feet the 
tierra temp jada, or temperate climate; 
from 4,000 to 7,000 and 8,000 feet, the 
tierra fria, or cold climate. The ooastal 
alimate product* all the fruits and vege­ 
tables of the tropics; the temperate 
climate, potatoes, corn and many vege­ 
tables, including valuable fruits and 
woods, not forgetting certain kinds of 
coffee and cane; 
the cold climate, 
woods and vegetables of northern cli­ 
mates, wild hogs and mountain game. 
The coasts are hot and generally un­ 
healthy. The acclimated natives stand 
it, having their bouts of malaria.strop- 
ioal dysentery and other ailments. Oc­ 
casionally yellow fever kills them. The 
temperate zone, with the hill climate of 
Cuba, is the place for all unacclimated 
whites. Acclimation, properly socalled, 
is a matter of years.—New York Sun. 
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CERVERA’S MEN HAPPY.

The Spanish prisoners from the S t 
Louis found their reception at the prison 
camp on Peavey’s island a surprise party 
of a very gratifying sort They expected 
death. 
One of the petty officers among 
them told a sergeant of marines o d 
guard at the camp the other morning 
that they thought they were being 
brought ashore to be shot 
They are comprehending their treat­ 
ment slowly, but the kindness they are 
receiving is finally penetrating their 
Spanish minds, and they are marveling 
at it all They never beard of anoh treat­ 
ment of prisoners before. They had been 
told before the battle of Santiago that 
if they fell into the hands of the Amer­ 
icans torture and death would be their 
portion. 
Instead of that they have 
quarters on a beautiful island, where 
some people woald be glad to camp oat 
for the summer far the benefit of the 
climate and pleasure of the view and 
surroundings. 
They are fed on better victuals than 
they ever had in the Spanish navy, 
have mattresses to sleep on, wrap them­ 
selves in new aud white blankets and 
move without restriction around their 
camp. They have their meals regularly, 
have plenty of air and more exercise 
than their Spanish natures crave, but 
none too much for the good of their 
health. 
On the whole, they are the 
luckiest Spaniards of their times.—New 
York Son.

The 
bravery of an individual at Siboney is 
not a quality which causes him to be 
pointed out by his admiring fellows; he 
is, rather, submerged in the general 
mass. 
Now, cowardice—that would 
make a man conspicuous. 
He would 
then be pointed out often enough, but 
mere bravery—that is no distinction in 
the Fifth corps of the United States 
army. 
The main fact that has developed in 
Ihis Santiago campaign is tin* the sol­ 
dier of the regular army is the best man 
standing on two feet on God’s green 
earth. 
This fact is put forth with no 
pretense whatever of interesting the 
American public in it. 
The public 
doesn't seem to care very mnch for the 
regular soldier. 
The public wants to 
learn of the gallantry of Reginald Mar­ 
maduke Maurice Montmorenci Sturte­ 
vant and for goodness' sake how the 
poor old chappy endures that dreadful 
hard tack and bacon, whereas the name 
of the regular soldier is probably Mi­ 
chael Nolan and his life sized portrait 
was not in the papers in celebration of 
his enlistment 
Just plain Private Nolan, blast him 
—he is of no consequenoe. He will get 
his name in the paper—oh, yes, when 
he is “ killed.” Or when he is “ wound­ 
ed.” Or when he is “ missing. ” If some 
good Spaniard shoots him through, he 
will achieve a temporary notoriety, fig­ 
uring in the lists for one brief moment 
in which he will appear to the casual 
reader mainly as part of a total, a unit 
in the interesting sum of men slain. 
In fact, the disposition to leave out 
entirely ail lists of killed and wounded 
regulars is quite a rational one, since 
nobody cares to read them anyhow, and 
their omission would allow room for 
oil paintings of various really impor­ 
tant persons, limned as they were in 
the very act of being at the front, proud 
young men riding upon horses, the 
horses being still in Tampa and the 
proud young men being at Santiago, 
but still proud young men riding upon 
horses. 
The ungodly Nolan, the sweating, 
swearing, overloaded, hungry, thirsty, 
sleepless Nolan, tearing his C aches on 
the barb wire entanglements, wallowing 
through the muddy fords, pursuing his 
way through the stiletto pointed thick­ 
ets, climbing the fire crowned hill—No­ 
lan gets shot—-erne Nolan of this regi­ 
ment or that regiment, a private, great 
chums in time of peace with a man by 
the name of Hennessy, him that had a 
fight with Snyder. Nearest relative is a 
sister, chambermaid in a hotel in Oma­ 
ha. Hennessy, old fool, is going around 
looking glum, buried in taciturn si­ 
lence, a silence that lasts two hours and 
eight minutes; touching tribute to No­ 
lan. There is a half bred fox terrier in 
barracks at Reno. 
Who the deuce gets 
the dog now? Must by rights goto Hen- 
uessy. Brief argument daring which 
Corporal 
Jenkins 
interpolates 
the 
thoughtful remark that they haven’t 
had anything to eat that day. End of 
Nolan. 
The three shining points about the 
American regular are his illimitable 
patience under anything which he may 
be called upon to endure, his superlative 
marksmanship and his ability in action 
|o go ahead aud win without any exam­ 
ple or leading or jawing or trumpeting 
whatsoever. He knows his business, he 
does. 
, 
He goes into battle as if he had been 
fighting every day for 800 years. If 
there is heavy firing ahead, he does not 
even ask aquation about it. He doesn't 
even ask whether the Americans are 
winning or losing. He agitates himself 
over uo extraneous points. He attends 
exclusively to himself. 
Iii the Turk or 
the Cossack this is a combination of 
fatalism and wooden headiness. 
It 
need not be said that these qualities are 
lacking in the regular. 
After the battle at leisure—if he gets 
any—the regular’s talk is likely to be a 
complete essay ou practical field opera­ 
tions. 
He will be full of views about 
the management of such and such a 
brigade, the practice of this or that 
battery, aud be admiring or scornful in 
regard to the operations on the right 
flank 
He will be a tireless critic, bol­ 
stering his opinions with technical in­ 
formation procured heaven only knows 
where. In fact, he will alarm you. Von 
may say, “ This man gabbles too much 
to be a soldier. ” 
Then suddenly the regular becomes 
impenetrable, enigmatic. 
It is a ques­ 
tion of orders. 
When he hears the ap­ 
pointed voice raised in giving an order, 
he is a changed being. 
W hen an order 
comes, he has no more to say. 
He sim­ 
ply displays as fine a form of unques­ 
tioning obedience as there is to be .seen 
anywhere. 
It is his sacred thing, his 
fetich, his religion. Nothing now can 
stop him but a bullet. 
in speaking of R eginald M arm aduke 
M aun e M ontm orenci S turtevant aud 


supposed tlmt toe unfortunate yourn ad­ 
mires that sort of thing. 
He is a man 
and a soldier, although not so good 
either as man or soldier as Michael No­ 
lan. 
But he is in this game honestly 
sud sincerely. He is playing it gallant­ 
ly, aud if from time to time he is made 
;o look ridiculous it is not his fault at 
ill. 
We are as a people a great collection 
of the most arrant kids about anything 
that concerns war, and if we can get a 
chance to perform absurdly we usually 
seize it. It will probably take us three 
more mouths to learn that the society 
reporter, invaluable as he may be ii- 
times of p*‘ace, has no function during 
the blood aud smoke of battle. I know 
of one newspaper whose continual ca­ 
bled instructions to its men in Cuba 
were composed of interrogations as to 
the doings aud appearance of various 
unhappy society young men who were 
decently and quietly doing t d u t y 
along o’ Nolan and the others. The cor­ 
respondents of this paper, being already 
impregnated with 
soldierly feeling, 
finally arose and said they’d be blamed 
if they would stand it. 
And shame, deep shame, on those 
who, because somebody once led a cotil 
Ion, can seem to forget Nolan—Private 
Nolan of the regulars—shot through 
his half bred terrier being masterless at 
Reno and his sister being chambermaid 
in a hotel in Omaha; Nolan, no longer 
sweating, swearing, overloaded, hun­ 
gry, thirsty, sleepless, but merely a 
corpse, attired in about 40 cents’ worth 
of clothes. 
Here’s three volleys and 
taps to one Nolan of this regiment or 
that regiment, and maybe some day, in 
a fairer, squarer land, he’ll gel his pic­ 
ture in the paper too.—Stephen Crane 
in New York World.

London, Ju ly 25.—The Madrid corre­ 
spondent of The Times says: 
“Peace prospects have greatly im­ 
proved during the last 48 hoars. The 
diplomatic exploration of Duke Almo- 
dover de Rio, the foreign minister, has 
been more practical than was supposed, 
and it is now tolerably certain that the 
government’s efforts are entering a new 
phase whioh may gradually lead to tan­ 
gible results. 
“The precise nature of the change is 
a secret, but there is little doubt that it 
tends to direct negotiation between 
Spain and the United States, there 
being no inciiuation to seek the media­ 
tion of any neutral power. 
“The French embassy at Washington 
seems the most likely channel for open­ 
ing negotiations, and the semi-official 
statement that America intends to re­ 
tain Porto Rico is regarded here as a 
hint to Spain to hurry up. 
“There is still much talk about Oar 
list intrigues and preparations, bat the 
government, though vigilant and ready 
to act energetically if necessary, seems 
to think that at present then* is no 
serious danger of untoward develop­ 
ments.

The number 
surrendered was larger than General 
Toral reported—8,005 Spanish troops 
and 850 volunteer guerrillas—gave up 
their arms and gave parole and have 
gone to work; 8,000 stands of arms 
were turned in loaded on ox carts and 
started to the railroad; Spanish troops 
accompanying him to San Luis and ail 
apparently greatly delighted at pros­ 
pects of returning homo. 
“They were on the verge starvation 
and I have to send them rations tomor­ 
row. 
if the numbers keep ap as they 
have there will be about 24,000 to ship

CORRESPONDENTS EXPELLED. 


Oanaral 
Shafter 
R eported 
on 
Their 
W rougdoiug 
In 
Cuba. 
W ashington, July 35.—In his report 
to the war department relative to con­ 
ditions at Santiago, General Shafter has 
thrown some light upon the difficulties 
in which certain of the newspaper cor­ 
respondents there have involved them­ 
selves. From his report it would ap­ 
pear that animated by an ambition to 
take a prominent purl in the important 
events following each other in rapid 
succession at Santiago after the initia­ 
tion of the negotiations tor the surren­ 
der of the city, a few of the corre­ 
spondents were guilty of grave breeches 
of military law, necessitating prompt 
corrective action by General Shafter. 
Thus, for instance, one correspondent 
in his efforts to take part in the flag 
raising over city hall, resisted the mili­ 
tary officers in the execution of their 
duty and even attempted a personal as­ 
sault upon the commanding general. 
This made him subject to summary and 
severe punishment, even death, yet 
General Shafter, probably realizing that 
ignorance of military law was the ex­ 
planation of the action, contented him­ 
self with expelling that correspondent 
from Cuba. 
A more serious offense, from the fact 
that it might easily have ied to noting 
and loss of life, was that of three other 
correspondents, who, it 
appears by 
General Shafter’s report, by circulating 
inflammatory posters, stirred up the 
town. They were likewise deported. 
General S hafter had declarodjthat these 
correspondents may be immediately re­ 
placed by others from the .same news­ 
paper who will observe the rules of 
prudence.
